"Hysterectomief a r e the 


most frequently performed 
unnecessary surgery, probably 
followed closely by tonsilec- 
tomiei. We seem to have a 
tendency to pick on women 
and kids." 


That's the opinion of one 


surgeon as reported by medi- 
cal writer Ellen Switzer in an 
article t i t l e d "The Lord 
Giveth, the Surgeon Taketh 
Away" in the August edition 
of New Woman magazine 


Recently, while researching 


a story on the hospital crisis 
in the United States, Mrs. 
Switzer q u e s t i o n e d many 
physicians and hospital ad- 
ministrators as to why hospi- 
tal beds were so hard to find 
— even in an emergency — 
and why surgical wards were 
so overcrowded everywhere. 


There were, of course, a 


great many factors contribut- 
ing to the situation, she re- 
ports, but a surpirsing num- 
ber 
of doctors mentioned 


"dubious operations" as one 
of their problems. 


Dubious Surgery? 


What kinds of "dubious surg- 


ery" were being performed? 
"Hysterectomies and stripping 
of varicose veins," said a 
hospital director in San Fran- 
c i s c o . "Gynecological sur- 
gery," said a physician in 
New York. 


Dr. Stephen Fleck, profes- 


gor of psychiatry at Yale 
School of Medicine, calls some 
patients "surgery addicts," 
according to t h e article. 
"These people usually show a 
pattern of unsolved life prob- 
lems ... They translate their 
unhapplness i n t o physical 
symptoms and hope against 
hope that whatever is wrong 
can be 'cut out' with a 
scalpel. A competent physi- 
cian would probably refer 
such a patient for counseling, 
but somehow the surgery ad- 
dict and the overeager sur- 
geon seem to find each oth- 
er," he says. 


However, the article points 


out, 
the vast majority of 


patients who have undergone 
"dubious surigery" are not the 
victims of their own tensions 
or anxieties. They were not 


trying to solve a personal 
problem on the operating ta- 
ble; they simply accepted the 
word of the first doctor thev 
saw that the operation was 
necessary. 


Get Confirmation 


In view of this, the. maga- 


zine article states, the first 
line of defense against unne- 
cessary surgery is to ask for 
a second medical opinion. 


Patients a r e sometimes 


worried that their own doc- 
tor's feelings will be hurt by 
such a request, the article 
continues. H o w e v e r , every 
physician interviewed for the 
story insisted that he would 
be in no way angered when a 
patient asked for a consulta- 
tion. 


As a matter of fact, many 


would be relieved. One doctor 
summed it up this way: 
"None of us is infallible, and 
a second opinion may be 
reassuring all around." 


The article continues with 


an in-depth investigation of 
six of the most common 
"dubious operations" and ad- 
vice for more means of de- 
fense against them. 


If a physician really objects 


to a consultation, the New 
Woman article concludes, the 
patient should probably start 
looking for a new doctor.

The best 
advice I can give when mak- 
ing homemade pickles is to 
use high quality ingredients, 
tested recipes, and then follow 
the recipes carefully. How- 
ever, even then, sometimes 
things seem to go wrong," the 
home economist warns. 


The reason for poor quality 


pickles can often be traced to 
using

wrong kind of 


ingredient or low quality in- 
gredients, she says. Here is a 
list of the kinds of ingredients 
you will want to use in 
making pickles.

Use soft water. Hard water 


can contain so many mineral 
salts that the acid in the brine 
does not form properly. 


Use pure, granulated dairy 


salt. Iodized salt may darken 
pickles or discolor the liquid. 


Use whole spices whenever 


possible. Make sure that fresh 
spices are used each year. 


Select a good, clean vinegar 


with a four to six per cent 
acetic acid. Use cider vinegar 
for flavor and aroma, but use 


distilled white vinegar on light- 
colored foods such as onions 
and cauliflower where clear- 
ness is important. 


Ingredients that are not 


recommended are lime and 
alum. Lime has a tendency to 
make pickles slippery rather 
than firm and crisp. Powder- 
ed alum is sometimes used to 
give crispness and hardness to 
unfermented p i c k l e s . How- 
ever, too much will give a 
bitter flavor.

A New Noah's Ark-Should You 
Read the Bible to Your Child? 


Whether you are an agnos- 


tic, atheist, Catholic, 
Pro- 


testant or Jew, or belong to 
any other denomination, your 
child deserves to be acquaint- 
ed with the most ancient book 
of our culture. It is as great a 
fallacy to keep children from 
this literature as to subject 
them to a reading of the 
whole bible, from beginning to 
end, at ages when they cannot 
understand or appreciate this 
book. But you can use a story, 
like Noah's Ark, re-told or 
placed into a contemporary 
setting, as a spring-board by 
which to acquaint your child 
with the bible so that it has 
meaning for him, even at pre- 
school ages. 


My wife, Gail E. Haley, 


draws the pictures that occa- 
sionally illustrate this column. 
She also happens to be an 
author and illustrator of chil- 
dren's books who has been 
honored by the coveted Calde- 
cott Medal for 1971, awarded 
by the American Libraries 
Association for the 
"most 


distinguished picture book of 
the year." I was privileged to 
be present when this medal 
was given her at gala cere- 
monies in Dallas this June. I 
am very proud and happy to 
be Gail's husband and the 
father of her children. 


Her latest book, just off the 


press. Noah's Ark (Atheneum, 
N. Y.) is an adaptation of the 
original biblical tale. Gail has 
placed it In a contemporary 
setting. Noah, "a man like 
other men." has a wife and 
two children. He goes to work 
every day and he takes his 
family on outings each week- 
end. 
One day he has a 


nightmare He dreams that 
he, his wife and children are 
visiting the zoo. only to find 
the c a g e s 
empty, each 


marked with a sign that reads 
"Extinct" He awakens in 
horror and, unable to sleep, 
dresses and walks through the 


town in which he lives. His 
attention is directed to shop 
displays of animal furs and 
skins, and to pollution that 
threatens the health and lives 
of animals and people. Noah 
tries to alert his fellow citizen 
to these dangers. He fails. 
This 
book shows how he 


manages to save his family 
and all animals but one from 
the inevitable disaster. My 
wife's 
book has 
a happy 


ending, as did the original 
biblical tale, and I hope that 
our current ecological prob- 
lems may work out as hope- 
fully. 


Your child will understand 


comparisons made between 
the new Noah's Ark, real life 
and the original biblical tale. 
They will awaken him to 
concerns and to solutions that, 
symbolically, are 
as 
good 


today as they were thousands 
of years ago. 


Having lived closely to the 


development of my wife's 
story and of the paintings on 
wood that illustrate it, I am 
disqualified 
from 
reviewing 


her book I could not possibly 
see it with the detachment 
required 
for 
an 
objective 


opinion. I think that every- 
thing she does is great — 
including the way she puts 
curlers hi her hair. But this 
book does enable rne to raise 
an interesting and important 
point regarding your child's 
upbringing and education. Be- 
sides, it enables me to brag 
about her a little bit in public.

So We Are Made fo Look Foolish 


The decisions of General Duong Van 


Minn and Vice President Nguyen Cao Ky 
not to campaign in the Vietnamese 
presidential election scheduled for 
October have managed to make the 
United States authorities look more 
foolish than ever. They deserve it. 


When he withdrew as a presidential 


candidate last week, General Minn said 
"I cannot help in a dirty farce that can 
only make the people disbelieve in a 
democratic regime." The worst fears of 
American authorities were realized. 
Unsuccessfully they had opposed 
President Nguyen Van Thieu's shuttling 
through the National Assembly a 
nomination requirement that virtually 
eliminated Vice President Ky, whom 
Thieu apparently considered his 
primary opponent. Faced with having an 
election with only one man's name on the 
ballot, such as the Communists do, the 
American authorities did everything 
they could to persuade Big Minh to run 
but in vain. 


So then they managed to show how 


much of a puppet President Thieu was 
by pressuring him into ordering the 
Vietnamese Supreme Court to change its 
decision on Ky's candidacy in spite of the 
National Assembly regulation. The court 
had earlier ruled that Ky's nomination 
papers did not have the required number 
of authenticated signatures. His sub- 
sequent decision not to run, even though 
his name may have to appear on the 
ballot, was the reaction of a proud man 
of proud people who must be thoroughly 
tired of being maneuvered. 


To a great extent the whole series of 


ridiculous incidents are the fault of the 
United States. Our leaders have tried 


from the beginning of our increased 
participation in Vietnam to claim that 
the Saigon regime, whatever its 
leadership, was a model of democracy. 
For years we supported President Diem 
despite his dungeons full of political 
prisoners. After his assassination, the 
United States had happy smiles for the 
string of generals who held temporary 
office. There was enthusiasm for Ky 
when he was a hawkish president. 


It seems likely that Ky's flam- 


boyance and perhaps his independence 
led American interventionists, per- 
suade nun to take the second place on 
the 1967 presidential ticket. The fact that 
the Thieu-Ky ticket did not win a 
majority of the votes obviously bothered 
American leaders. President Nixon went 
so far as to describe Thieu as one of the 
outstanding and most important 
national leaders of the world. 


The fact that Vietnam has had no 


history of representative government 
apparently made no difference to the 
United States. Our government had to 
prove that almost 50,000 Americans had 
died for that democratic cause. It was 
this misinterpretation — or deliberate 
deception—from the beginning that has 
led to what certainly is a farce in the 
Vietnamese presidential election. 


There is .perhaps one bright light- in 


all of it. By refusing to run, both Minn 
and Ky have thunbed their noses at the 
mighty United States. Had United States 
leadership paid some attention to 
Vietnamese traditions and cultures and 
made more effort to tell the American 
people what was really going on it would 
not find itself so humiliated before the 
world today. 


Cracking Down on Shannon Airport 


The decision by the Department of 


State that Irish Airlines no longer can 
land its planes at Kennedy International 
Airport unless American planes are 
permitted to land at Dublin probably can 
be reasonably interpreted. _ 


The major reason for the decision is 


part of the Administration's current 
attempt to halt the flow of American 
dollars to foreign countries. Ireland, by - 
maintaining Shannon as a major free 
duty port, has meant that millions of 
dollars of landing or departing tourists 
have been spent there. American 
authorities point out that Dublin has 
landing facilities for the large jets just 
as does Shannon. 


But the difference is greater merely 


than the free port and the access from 
Shannon to certain areas of Ireland that 
are thriving on the tourist business, 
particularly that of Americans. Of 
Americans going to Ireland, 70 per cent 
fly on the Irish airlines. Currently Irish 
Airlines lias 21 flights a week from 
Kennedy and the traffic there accounts 
for 65 per cent of the Irish Airlines North 
Atlantic traffic. Although its planes 
could still land at Boston and Chicago, 
the business would obviously be hit. In 
1969 American lines which go to Shannon 
carried 57,000 passengers and sold $8 
million worth of services on the route. 
Irish Airlines carried 179,000 passengers 
and $26 million worth of service. Since 
several American lines go into Shannon, 
the dispute is not merely over the choice 
of airlines. 


There is an emotional aspect. Irish 


Americans in particular visiting the 


motherland are anxious to start as soon 
as possible and that includes using Irish 
Airlines. Something of the same attitude 
involves American visitors to other 
countries. There is the thrill of being 
introduced to a foreign culture, well- 
advertised by foreign lines, from the 
time of leaving the United States. In 
some parts of the world the food and 
service on foreign lines is simply better 
than that provided by American. The 
costs of labor and supplies, may make 
the 
difference. 


Considering all aspects, it seems 


doubtful that the State Department 
order, not to take effect for a year, would 
really help American balance of 
payments that much. Ireland could 
withdraw the right of American planes 
to land at Shannon and even if Dublin 
were open to them, the traffic might well 
be curtailed rather than widened unless 
passengers going for business rather 
than tourism increased. The resentment 
of Americans unable to take an Irish 
Airlines plane from Kennedy could also 
result in heavier traffic at Boston in- 
stead of more business for American 
lines. 


In the intervening year it is likely a 


compromise will be worked out. But it 
must be noted that any American efforts 
to cut back on our flow of dollars to 
foreign countries is bound to be met with 
retaliation or at least resistance. When 
one considers the differences in pay 
scales, the costs of products and the 
availability of cheap labor in some 
nations, it is easy to see how difficult 
agreements are.

It is very difficult to figure 


out President Nixon's "game 
plan" for Taiwan. We have 
announced our support for the 
admission of the Chinese 
People's Republic to the 
United Nations and our op- 
position to the expulsion of 
Chiang's Republic of China. 
This makes sense even though 
both Peking and Taipei reject 
it: there are two Chinas just as 
'clearly as there are two 
Germanys. Whether this will

Might Dump Taiwan 


However, there are strange .

One Million" or a China lobby 
stalwart to worry about such a 
development. Chiang Kai-" 
shek has never been among 
my favorite statesmen and I 
suspect that if I were in 
Taiwan, I would spend most of 
my time in jail. (Of course, the 
Chinese Communists would 
have shot me years ago — a 
distinction that merits some 
thought) But whether Chiang 
would qualify for the calendar 
of liberal saints is irrelevant 
to,the broader problem: our 
reputation for fulfilling our 
commitment.

Of course today it would 


take our high theorists about

The 
first line of attack is that 
Chiang's authoritarianism 
absolves us of any obligations. 


Unfortunately this particular 
gambit has a bad history. Is 
anyone now prepared to argue 
that the League of Nations 
should have ingored Haile 
Selassie's plea for help 
against fascist aggression 
because Ethiopia was an 
undemocratic, feudal state? 
Or that_the Nazi invasion of 
Poland was historically trivial 
because the Poles had a 
military junta? 


And while the Senate

exist^ the hard fact is that 
from the vantage point of the 
world's other capitals and 
alliance is an alliance. In 
Jerusalem or Tokyo the 
question is not "What moral 
grounds do the high-minded 
Americans have for quit- 
ting?" It is simply and 
starkly: "Will the Americans 
quit?" A simple question to, 
which there shouldhe a simple 
answer ... but as one watch- 
es both Congress and the 
President, he begins to 
wonder...

This is a false and short- 


sighted view. I don't expect 
the pro-violents to take my 
word for it, but I would like to- 
quote from a man they 
respect, whose courage and 
dedication they can't doubt 
for a moment. 


Cesar Cliavez, the farm 


labor leader, made this ob- 
servation not long ago, in a 
statement to the Center for the 
Study of Democratic In- 
stitutions: 
"I don't subscribe to the 


belief that non-violence is 
cowardice, as some militant 
groups are saying. In some 
instances, non-violence 
requires more militancy than 
violence. Non-violence forces 
you to abandon the shortcut in 
trying to make a change in the 
social order. 
"Violence, the shortcut, is 


the trap people fall into when 
they begin to feel that is the 
only way to attain their goal. 
When these people turn to 
violence, it is a very savage 
kind." 


Then he goes on to explain: 
"When people are involved 


in something constructive, 
trying to bring about change, 
they tend to be less violent 
than those who are not 
• engaged in rebuilding or in 
anything creative. Non- 
violence forces one to be 
creative; it forces any leader 
to go to the people and get 
•them involved so that they 
come forth with new ideas. 


"I think that once people 


understand the strength. of 
non-violence — the force it 
generates, the love it creates, 
the response that it brings 
from the total community — 
they will not be willing to 
abandon it easily." 


Most of us fail to understand 


the difference between "force 
and "violence." Force is often 
necessary to achieve social 
change, but the most effective 
force is the kind of "non- 
violent resistance" practised 
by Gandhi. His resistance was 
non-injurious to the public, 
was motivated by love and 
compassion for his fellow- 
men, and thus exerted a 
tremendous social, moral and 
psychic force that not all the 
British troops could over- 
come. 


The love of power can be 


confronted only with the 
power of love. Resistance to 
injustice, if successful, ends 
only in the opposite kind of 
injustice if hate and hostility 
are the motivating forces. By 
violence, we become simply 
the mirror-image of our 
enemies.

York and California, company 
officials say.

year-old biologist Arthur Bei- 
sang, said he hopes eventually 
to set up a string oT perhaps 
up to 20 labs around the 
country. 


To date, Beisang said, the

A client pays about $5 a 


visit, and may come as many 
as three times to insure a 
sufficient store of specimens.

inseminate the son's wife.

Sperm-Freezing Company Growing 


ST. PAUL, Minn. fAP) - 


One of the nation's most 
compact "life insurance" of- 
fices is the suite of Genetic 
Laboratories, Inc., w h e r e 
men's sperm is stored at 324 
degrees below zero. 


For a year now, the firm 


has pioneered in preserving 
semen for couples who may 
want to have a baby at some 
future time. 


With vasectomy operations 


increasing as a means of birth 
control, Genetic Lab is getting 
an increasing clientele, some 
from as far away as New 


York and California, company 
officials say. 


The 
firm is 
opening a 


branch office in New York 
City, and the president, 39- 
year-old biologist Arthur Bei- 
sang, said he hopes eventually 
to set up a string of perhaps 
up to 20 labs around the 
country. 


To date, Beisang said, the
